The object of this being that 
a man who is in this unfortunate position, shall 
have a chance to get the highest price for his 
property by increasing the number of possible 
bidders,

the tax collector.

the tax collector is at the county Court House. 
But they do not know, when the advertising of 
tile piece of land is confined to a small paper 
in one community, just where delinquent land 
is for sale or who owns it.
